Acting secretary, N.I.A 
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1. Ia lieu of the proposal contained in N.I.A, 6, I suggest that the Na- 
tional Intelligence Authority and the Atonic Energy Commission enter into the 
attached agreeaent, 

2. The provisions of this agreement are prompted by two considerations. Pri- 
marily, the State, War and Navy Departments must be responsible for the security 
of the country, including security from attack by atomic weapons. In so far as 
intelligence activities relating to atomic energy in foreign nations are concerned, 
technical and industrial capabilities and intentions are the critical items of in- 
terest to these three departments. Secondarily, however, the situation regarding 
source materials is such that the United States is obtaining large quantities of 
foreign supplies by means of a number of international arrangements . These ar- 
rangements include a survey of world source materials, acquisition of such ma- 
terial, and preclusive operations. This program, currently conducted through 

the Manhattan Project, is on a large scale and operating efficiently. In view of 
the foregoing, I deem it inadvisable to divorce this essential function from the 
Atomic Energy Commission and, consequently, suggest the delineation of responsi- 
bility contained in paragraphs 1 and 2 of the attachment. 

3. Because of conditions in certain areas (e.g,, Russia and Russian dominated 
countries). It may be found that the Central Intelligence Group, with the advice 
and assistance of the Atomic Energy Commission, may be in the best position to per- 
form certain source material operations. Conversely, the situation in certain other 
areas (e.g*, Canada and the United Kingdom) may be such that the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission may be better prepared to provide the Government with intelligence relating 
to atomic energy developments in those areas. Consequently, the attachment permits, 
in paragraph 3 thereof, upon a mutually agreeable basis , the Director of Central In- 
telligence and the Atomic Energy Commission to suballocate to each other, by sub- 
jects or geographical areas, portions of their primary responsibilities. 

4. Paragraph 4 of the attachment provides that the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Director of Central Intelligence will render to each other such assistance 
as may be appropriate to their responsibilities. Such assistance would, of course. 
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The Atomic Energy Commission and the National Intelligence Author- 
ity hereby agree to the following allocations of responsibility In the 
field of foreign atoaie energy developments and potentialities which 

may affeot the national security* 

1. The Atonic Energy Commission will be prinari ly respon- 
sible for the collection of all intelligence information related 
to source materials (uranium, thorium, and any other material pe- 
culiarly essential to the production of fissionable materials ) in 
nations other than the United States, and the correlation, evalu- 
ation and appropriate dissemination of the resulting intelligence . 

2. The Director of Central Intelligence, subject to the di- 
rection and control of the N.I.A,, will be primarily responsible 
for the collection of all intelligence information regarding all 
foreign atomic energy developments and potentialities which may 
affect the national security other than that specified in para- 
graph 1 above, and the correlation, evaluation and appropriate 
dissemination of the resulting intelligence. 

3. The Atomic Energy Commission and the Director of Central 
Inte llig ence may, upon a mutually agreeable basis, suballocate, by 
subjects or geographical areas, performance of the function® speci- 
fied in paragraphs 1 and 2 above. 

4. In order to enable the Atomic Energy Commission and the 
National Intelligence Authority to discharge their respective func- 
tions, the Atomic Energy Commission and the Director of Central In- 
telligence will render to each other such assistance as may be ap- 
propriate to their responsibilities. Including the exchange of nec- 
essary facilities, personnel, information and intelligence.

Comment on NIA . Control and Supervision 
of Intelligence Activities delated to foreign

1* I had understood the immediate problem to be the transfer 
of the wiiflfiaw.h group^concemed with intelligence about foreign 
research into atomic energj^from the Manhattan District to the Central 
Intelligence Group, to preserve the value of this work and prevent the 
dispersion of the team. This proposal as described in Paragraph 2 of 
Enclosure ’’A” is approved by me. 

2. I do not have the knowledge nor the authority to gi-re eqpal 
approval to Paragraph 1, according to which "the Director of Central 
Intelligence, subject to the direction and control of this Authority, 
is hereby authorized and directed to coordinate the collection of all 
intelligence information related to foreign atomic energy developments 
and potentialities...” There iB no doubt that the Central Intelligence 
Group is the logical place for intelligence on atomic energy insofar as 
the Departments represented on the National Intelligence Authority are 
concerned. However, the top secret nature of the atomic projects may 
well include plans for intelligence work which are not known by other 
Departments of the Government. I shall, therefore, require time and 
opportunity to receive instructions from the Department of State before 
indicating approval of Paragraph 1 of the enclosed draft.

a paramount field of intelligence related to the national security. 

As such, the National Intelligence Authority is responsible for plan- 
ning, developing, and coordinating Federal foreign intelligence activ- 
ities in this field. 


To date, the Foreign Intelligence Branch of the office of Major 
General Leslie R. Groves, the Commanding General of the Manhattan En- 
gineer District, has been the agency performing functions of collect- 
ing and evaluating intelligence related to foreign atomic energy devel- 
opments and potentialities. This Branch has operated under the personal 
direction of General Groves, who is in turn responsible, by Presidential 
dir©ctiv© j "to *fch© Secretary of Ware 

The newly created Atomic Energy Commission will be concerned with 
the entire field of atomio energy in the United States, including com- 
mercial as well as military aspects. The Commission will, upon Presi- 
dential directive, take over the responsibilities of the Manhattan En- 
gineer District. It is considered appropriate at this time that the 
National Intelligence Authority should authorize and direct the Direc-

Pursuant to the President’s letter of 22 January 1946, designating 
this Authority as responsible for planning, developing, and coordinat-

ing all Federal foreign intelligence activities so as to assure the most 
effective accomplishment of the intelligence mission related to the na- 
tional security, the following policies and procedures relating to Fed- 
eral intelligence activities in the field of foreign atomic energy de- 
velopments and potentialities affecting the national security are an- 
nounced: 

1. The Director of Central Intelligence, subject to the direction 

and control of this Authority, is ljereby authorized and directed to co-

ordinate the collection^ all intelligence information related to for- 
eign atomic energy developments and potentialities affecting the national 
security, and to accomplish the correlation, evaluation and appropriate 
dissemination within the Government of the resulting intelligence. The 
Director of Central Intelligence is further authorized to arrange with 
other Int elligence agencies of the Government to utilize their collec- 


tion facilities in this field. 

2. To accomplish the function assigned in paragraph 1, the Secre- 
tary of War and the Commanding General of the Manhattan Engineer Dis- 
trist have authorized the Director of Central Intelligence to assume 
the control and supervision of the Foreign Intelligence Branch operated 


by the Commanding General of the Manhattan Engineer District. The per- 
sonnel and working files of this Branch may be transferred from the Man- 


hattan Engineer District to the Central Intelligence Group at any time 
agreed to by the Secre tary of War and the Direct or of Central Intelli- 
gence. 
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
